As is always the’ case’- with a pa(4ent' whose ap- 
pendix has been ruptured for -some time before ' 
operation (in this case several days), Roberts then 
faced an uphill fight for his life. *’ *• 

The record above tells the complete.-sad story. 
Roberts made a valiant, though futile, fight for his 
life. Through it all he was ever cheerful and appre- 
dative — he' had only praisd for hir doctors; his nurses, 
the Dean of the Law &hool (who inquired about him 
daily). When I last saw Roberts, about 6 o'clock the 
evening of May 20, he was.still conscious, recognized 
me and remarked that one advantage he had over 
me was that he would not have to take any Law 
School exams, which were then Imminent. 

Elton Roberts was certainly a young man of un- 
told character and promise.

^HIS is indeed a sad drama of real life. And to 
think, too, that this tragedy could have been 
av.olded by more timely resort to medical advice. 

Doctors tell us that while appendicitis -strikes-at 
any age. nevertheless its occurrence is most frequent 
among young adults. This' no doubt accounts for tht 
seemingly large number of G. W. students stricken 
each year. 

Statistics (or the District of Columbia for the year 
1933, the latest figures available, show that of 1,029 
cases of acute appendicitis handled, in 871 cases the 
appendix was unruplured and in 158 cases ruptured. 

Mortality tables for the same period show that of 
the unruptured only eight patients, or 0.9 per cent of 
(he total undergoing operations, (ailed to recover; in 
the cases of ruptured appendix 32 patients, or X.l 
per cent, failed to recover. 

In other words, statistics show that chances of re- 
covery are about 25 times as great if the operation is 
performed before rupture, and that at best In case 
of ruptured appendix the patient has only one chance 
in five of recovering and considerably less chance If 
appreciable time is lost. 

The statistical study from which the above figures 
are taken concludes 'with this statement: 

**Decreaae in the mortality rate In aeute appen- 
dicitis will opose only when the laity and the 
pfayelclans realise fully the danger of delay and 
purgation.'* 

The records of George Washington University Hos- 
pital show that of the hundreds of acute appendicitis 
cases handled since the present University medical 
staff was organized in 1916 Only two students, Elton 
Roberts and one other, have failed to recover and 
that both of these lives could have been saved had 
the students sought proper medical aid sooner. 

It is well worth remembering that If you have a 
pain in the abdominal region for more than one 
hour's duration, you may have acute appendicitis and 
that "delay and purgation** may cost your most valu- 
able earthly possession — your very life

"RfflKE MARTIN, trainer of the 
Washington bgsebail team, 
must have had something, to do 
with the inception of tumbling in 
the gym classes two years ago, for 
since It has been going on, the sale 
of Martin's well known liniment 
has increased about 100 per cent. 

The reason for the increase is not 
hard to find. For about the first 
two or three weeks of tumbling, 
practlcairy every muscle in the 
body (except the muscle in the toe, 
which is only used around Christ- 
mas, you know, the muscletoe) is 
used extensively. The neck muscle 
comes In for a lot of exercise, but 
It was found, strangely enough that 
the neck muacles of most of the 
boys were very strong before any 
exercises were tried. The result, no 
doubt, of carrying around such a 
load on the neck. 


First. Mr. Reinhart, who is teach- 
ing this class, has the boys limber 
up the neck muscles by lying on 
the floor, and with the. head on the 
mat and the feet on the floor, push 
themselves up, and then -turn com- 
pletely around with the head ai the 
pivot. This must be the approved 
exercise for one who is to later 
view a tennis match; for though 
the neck at first is stiff. It later 
feels rubbery and can come up to 
the standards for a tennia spacta- 
tor. you've aeen them, following the 
ball with their heads as though 
there was a string from the ball to 
their eyes. 

Mr. Reinhart, then, opens up a 
little with the body roll, fn this 
gentle manipulation of tha ana- 
tomy. the subject (or. rather, the 
patient, either sooner or later) 
takes a running broad jump. lands 
on his hands, and somertaults, us- 
ing hit neck to roll over. At first, 
the . boya were rolling all oyer the 
gym trying to stay on the mat. but 
they have Improved. At a matter of 
fact, before long, the student will 
be accurate enough so that when we 
jumps iie will be able to aim hit 
head at the mat with a reasonable 
security of landing there Inatead of 
finding himself up In the stands 
somewhere. 

At if the body roll Isn't bad 
enyugh, frontwards, the Instructor*, 
one Herb Reeves and Ted Cotting- 
ham. who are under Mr. Reinhart, 
taught the boys to do the body 
roll backwards. AH that U neces- 
sary la little spring in the ball of 
the foot Thf gtudent then rolls 


over backwards and goes round 
and round and usually never comes 
out— of it. 

Standing on the head Is one of 
the more complicated preliminary 
movements. The only trouble Is 
that some of the boys have trouble 
standing oij. their feel, and doing it 
on the/r heads only makes It worse. 

Thb* chest roll is another move- 
ment that caused many of the boys 
to be suddenly reminded that they 
had an appointment immediately. 
All that there is to It is to Jump 
In the air and land on the hands, 
gently lowering yourself to tha 
ground, and rolling on the chest. 
It looks good in print, but try It 
sometime. Several of the students
